GERMAN PENETRATION IN 
RUSSIA, 


The Senate to-day, says a Reuter telegram, 
dated Paris, Thursday, continued the debate on 
the Peace Treaty. 

M. Leon Bourgeois, speaking on his report, 
insisted that the position was improving every 
day. . He was of opinion that Germany's-burden 
of taxation. should be heavier than that im- 
posed upon the Allied nations, and added that 
financial solidarity smust be established and 
maintained between France and her Allics. Re- 
ferring to the carrying out of the disarmament 
of Germany, M. Bourgeois declared that the 
prescribed measures must be applied imnte- 
digtely after the ratification of the Treaty. 

M. Clemenceau, interrupting; said-—-They shall 
'be.: Do not doubt it. There are already a 
hundred French officers in Berlin ‘to see to it. 

M. Bourgeois, continuing his speech, said— 
of. alliance with Great Britain 
and the United States offer us guarantees of 
the first order against German aggression in 
future. A treaty is worth just what the nation 
who has it carried out wishes. We had the 
will to conquer, and to-day we must have the 
soul of a victorious nation. The relative quali- 
tics of the-forces of Germany and France, he 
concluded, have changed very considerably, and 
the * triple pact will permit us to 
maintain the new situation and* conditions. 
Let us show vigilance at every moment. 
M. Bourgeois then said that the war was a war 
bet ween the idea of violence and ihe idea of 
right, and continued—The Allies must remain 
united in victory, as they were in war. Aftei 
having voncluded a Treaty with Germany, the 
Allied Powers have to ¢enchude between them- 
selves a new Treaty for the interpretation of 
the Treaty of Versailles, and to assure the peace 
of the world. Great Britain and America en- 
tered into the war without any Treaty. Hence- 
forth there will be between the three Allies a 
community of views which will make them think 
and work in common. Then, only, will Ger- 
many understand where our chief strength lies. 
(Applause.) We shall adopt a similar attitude 
towards Belgium and Italy, and shall thus build 
up a real Western front. I hope that we shall 
soon see Spain Ally herself with us. Is it not 
time that we should comé to an understanding 
with our Allies as regards taking action in 
Russia? Tt is our imperious duty to prevent the 
German penetration of Russia from being car- 
ried on behind the mask of Bolshevism. (Ap- 
plause.) If the League of Nations does not 
keep its promise, it will be the greatest moral 
world has ever known. M. 
Bourgeois then pointed out the necessity of in- 
ternal union, and said—Within, as without, it is 
to the same work of liberty and justice that 
France will consecrate ali her efforts, The 
Senate, but ratifying the Treaty, will give the 
Government fresh strength for the coming nego- 
tiations, so that France, in this work, may take 
the place which is due to her by her history, and 
may give the world an unassailable proof of 
Frances confidence in the sovereign power of 
the ideals of justice and liberty. (Applause.) 

The Sehate unanimously decided that M. 
Bourgeois's speech should ‘be posted up through- 
out the ountry.

It appears that he 
bad alleged ftauds in connection with the 
Prussian State Lottery, and had addressed 
numerous protests: and denunciations to the 
Lottery administration and the Finance Minis- 
ter,. which led to proceedings being taken 
against him for attempted blackmail. He then, 
through his wife, requested. Haase to bring the 
matter before Parliament. On Haase's declining, 
Voss declared that he. too, was bribed, and fol- 
lowed him until at last he resolved to bring 
the matter to the attention of the public. Ac- 
cordingly, after practising with a revolver in 
Cinnewald, a forest outBide Berlin, he yester- 
day followed Haase to the Reichstag, but 
failed to get at him. To-day he again waited 
at one of the entrances, and fired six shots 
from about five yards distance, two of which 
bit Haase, and one an unknown passer-by, 
while the other three missed completely.

(5) the right of employers to organise and bar- 
gain collectively; (6) eight-hour day; (7) one 
day's rest each week, and a half-holiday on 
Saturday encouraged, and ‘overtime § dis- 
couraged; (8) payment of a living wage ; .(9) 
women to receive same pay a& men for egnal 
work; (10) children under sixteen prohibited 
from employment; (11) a National Conference 
Board of Employers and Enmiployés for a 
systematic review of industrial relations and 
conditions; (12) prohibition of all emigration 
for at least two years After the declaration of 
peace, and thereafter as long as there may be 
abnormal conditions of unemployment.

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MR. MCCURDY AND NEEDS 
OF THE MOMENT. 


Speaking at Histon last night, Mr. MeOurdy, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Food Centroller, 
said that we had just finished a costly and 
Yamentable strike. The men thought that they 
were striving for higher wagee. He thought 
they were mistaken. They were really only 
gambling for counters, and what the counters 
would be worth had still to be settled. In 
Bolshevist, Russia some workmen were getting 
& hundred pounds a week in Bolshevist money, 
and could not feed themselves out of it. Money 
wages were only counters worth no more than 
they would bay. The real trouble of the 
British workmen was not that wages were low, 
but that prices were high. What was the 
remedy for high prices? We wanted a higher 
standard of living now. We could not get it by 
going on strike. The only possible way was to 
produce more wealth. The heart of the problem 
was machinery and motive power. We might 
double the efficiency and output of the British 
workmen by cheap and abundant motive power. 
More motive power meant more output.More out- 
put meant more wages. Our consumption of cdal 
was wasteful, as was also our petty parochial 
method of generating and supplying electrical 
power. Cheap power and efficient transport 


| would revolutionise our agricultural industry.

AND EXPORTS. 


The Board of Trade returns dealing with 
our foreign trade for September showed an 
increase of 501 millions, to 148) millions, as 
compared with the corresponding month last 
year. HR At AE over 26, millions, to 
66; millions. the gain in imports, 304 mil- 
lions fell under the head of raw materials, 
raw cotton being nearly 12 milhous up, while 
wool has risen 54 millions; and wood and 
timber 7i.millions, There was a decrease of 
nearly 2 millions in miscellaneous textile 
materials.

THE SECRET OF HAPPINESS. 

Mr. Holmes’s main thesis is that the 
road to happiness lies in the growth of the 
soul, that the growth of the soul lies in 
the way of self-surrende?, and that the 
complete loss of self is the gain of the 
perfection of well-being. There is 
nothing specifically new in this teach- 
ing. We fancy that what the author 
would claim for his book is the ex- 
perience of life, and notably his experi- 
ences of school life and the illustrations 
which these have furnished to his mind, 
He pleads as passionately as any Stoic for 
the submission of our desires. From such 
submission comes the virtue of resignation. 
Hew can one pursue the thoughts of the 
artist or of the philosopher when one is 
the victim of desire? In other words, the 
Promethean philosophy of rebellion is a 
failure, and Christian philosophy, espe- 
cially that of renunciation, is a success.

Following on the previous day's excitement 
and activity, there was a big accession of

in nearly all departments. There is no doubt 
that in numerous instances profits secured in 
the Oil market are being utilised for the pur- 
chase of Kaflirs. lt is an old habit of the 
speculator to utilise in one market the profits 
made in another.
